2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-18 
are allowable because the prior art of record does not suggest a self-illuminating 
fabricated solid object assembly including at least one receptacle embedded within a 
fabricated solid object, the receptacle having at least a first end and second end, the 
first end of said receptacle adapted to encompass the second end of the at least one 
optical fiber, the second end of the receptacle operatively coupled with the aperture 
open to an outer surface of the solid object, the first end of said fiber arranged to 
terminate at said at least one visually exposed surface of the fabricated solid object.
